The application has been amended as follows: 

On page 1, line 13 of the specification as filed, after the term "2000," the phrase "now 
abandoned," was inserted. 

On page 14 of the specification, line 6, the phrase "SEQ ID NO: 2" was replaced with the 
phrase "SEQ ID NO: 7 " 

In claims 1-2, and 5-6, the phrase "amine solution" was replaced with the phrase 
"aqueous amine solution " 

In claims 3-4 the term "amine" was replaced with the phrase "aqueous amine solution." 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for the allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of an aqueous amine solution in the recited 
methods. A review of the art revealed that at the time the instant invention was made, the 
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standard procedure for synthesizing 8-amino-2'-deoxyadenosine nucleosides involved the 
catalytic hydrogenation of 8-azido-2'-deoxyadenosine as originally disclosed by Long et al 
(1967). At the time of the instant invention the prior art, or any combination thereof, did not 
provide any motivation or suggestion to modify the process of Long et al. (1967) by replacing 
the catalytic hydrogenation step with a step involving treating 8-azido-2'deoxy adenosine with an 
aqueous amine solution to form 8-amino-2'-deoxyadenosine, as recited in the instant claims.
